DONAGHADEE, Northern Ire- 
land, Jan. 31 (AP)—The British 
sea ferry ship Princess Victoria 
sank in a hurricane today, send- 
ing 128 men, women and chil- 
dren to death in raging seas with- 
in sight of land. 

Dazed survivors said the 2694- 
ton vessel plying between Scot- 
land and Ireland went under 
after “five hours of hell.”

only 49 known survivors out of 
the 177 persons aboard the Prin- 
cess Victoria.

Spud Hill Attack Climaxed Long 


Planning on New Battle Technique 


Gen. Collins Shocked That One Reporter’s 
Version Caused Furore—Valuable Lessons 
Learned From Operation Smack.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31—Gen. 
J. Lawton Collins, Army chief of 
Staff, just in this morning from 
Korea, said concerning Operation 
Smack that he was “shogked that 
the report of one man (a new cor- 
respondent there) would cause 
anyone to believe that Gen. James 
A. Van Fleet, retiring command- 
er of the Eighth Army, would or- 
der _a show, or demonstration 
TWhith Would cause the loss of a 
single life.” 

“This was by no means a dem- 
onstration for visiting firemen or 
the press,” he declared, “It was 
a perfectly sound and legitimate 
operation.” 

Gen. Collins is scheduled to ap- 
pear before the House Armed 
Services Committee Tuesday to 
discuss the incident. However, the 
congressional uproar which oc- 
casioned the request for his .ap- 
pearance has simmered down. 


Operation Smack was a compa- 
ny-size raid made last Sunday 
afternoon against Spud Hill, a for- 

ward slope of T-Bone Hill. Spud 
Hill, held by the Reds, is not far 
from our lines west of Chorwon. 
The stem of T-Bone Hill points 
south toward our lines and grad- 
ually increases in height toward 
the north. It would be desirable 
for us to hold the lower end'‘as 
an outpost to prevent a surprise 
attack on the main line, but Spud 
Hill is commanded by the Red po- 
sitions and holding it would be 
costly. 

To prevent continual creeping 
forward of Red trenches and dug- 
outs, positions such as this. must 
be attacked and cleaned out peri- 
odically. Otherwise, the Eighth 
Army suddenly might find its 
main line threatened. 

Valuable Information Sought. 

There were other important 
reasons for the operation. One 
was to capture prisoners for in- 
telligence. Another was to gain 
experience in a ‘combined infan- 
try, artillery, tank and air co- 
ordination in an attack on a forti- 
fied position. 

(Mac R. Johnson, New York 
Herald Tribune-Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, in a dispatch from 
Seoul said the attack was made 
partly to give.officers of the 
in 
the new co-ordinated technique. 
Johnson explained that the Sev- 
enth had been out of the line 
since last August and had not 
gained the experience as had 
other divisions). 

The best information obtained 
of the enemy’s situation and 
plans is from raids and the cap- 
ture of prisoners. Enemy units 
are identified by. prisoners and 
through many identifications it is 
possible to pinpoint the location 
of the entire hostile army, both 
in front and in the rear. 

It is from these identifications 
that the Eighth Army intelligence 
can shéw on the map the location 
of every Red unit in the front and 
rear. Hostile movements, which 
might be threatening, are kept 
track of and interpreted from this 
information. The best intelligence 
is always that gained from fight- 


ing. 

The Eighth Army faces a com- 
pletely new problem (also as old 
as World War I) in making an 
attack in Korea, large or small. 
The techniques of attacking heav- 
ily intrenched positions are quite 
different from those of open war- 
fare. 
| Careful Preparation. 

New and powerful techniques 
|were being tested in Operation 
Smack. Before the operation the 
Reds on Spud Hill were subjected 
to heavy air attacks using napalm 
and bombs. On D-Day 112 mis- 
sions were flown by Allied fighter 
bombers. Artillery had hammered 
the area for two week. 

For the attack itself, a large

The  fighter-bombérs . were 
placed under the operational con- 
trol of the Army—the Marine 
system of close air support—as 
part of the test.

The action was scheduled in de- 
tail, with the advance of the in- 
fantry co-ordinated with the for- 
ward movement of artillery fire, 
and with aircraft available to at- 
tack targets. of opportunity. 


The reason for such careful 
scheduling is that it is known 
that all the enemy entrenchments 
and bunkers will not be destroyed 
by the preliminary bombardment, 
but that under the hail of these 
fires, the enemy will be foreed 
to remain in his bunkers. ¢If our 
infantry reaches the bunkers and 
trenches before the enemy has 
had time to recover and man his 
weapons the attack should be 
successful. 


Reds Recovered in Time. 


Operation Smack was a success 
up to the final point. Co-ordina- 
tion was good. Many of the enemy 
positions were destroyed. But the 
infantry did not reach the en- 
trenchments before the Reds had 
a chance to recover and fight 
back with small arms and gre- 
nadés. 


The fact that this operation was 
a test of new techniques accounts 
for the presence of both Army 
and Air Force brass as observers, 
Some members of the press also 
were given a chance to witness 
actual combat. 


The press has been criticized 
for its lack of fighting coverage in 
Korea. Probably the public infor- 
mation officers of the Seventh 
Division and the Eighth Army 
were trying to do the corre- 
spondents favor by getting them 
in position to see a raid. One 
young reporter, just arrived in 
Korea, returned the favor by re- 
porting’ a serious, deadly and 
necessary fight as if it had been 
a show put on for visiting fire- 
men, 


No prisoners were taken, three 
men were killed and 61 were 
wounded. Most of the wounded 
suffered very light injuries from 
percussion grenades and returned 
to duty the next day. The casual- 
ties were fewer than might have 
been expested, and this was due 
to the careful planning, new tech- 
niques and co-ordination of all 
arms. 

If the raid cannot be called a 
success, it was necessary and 
valuable. It will be carefully anal- 
yzed and the lessons learned will 
be used in future fighting. If the 
Eighth Army is expected to be 
able to fight, it must develop the 
new techniques required in the 


new-old kind of war it faces. 


BALTIMORE SUN’S 
MAN WROTE STORY 
OF ‘SCENARIO’ RAID 


BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 32 
(UP)—The Baltimore Sun last 
Monday morning printed a front- 
page dispatch from’its Korean 
war correspondent, Patrick Skene 
Catling, describing Sunday’s Unit- 
ed Nations raid against T-bone 
hill as “a battle according to a 
mimeographed scenario.”

For the first 
10 years of its operation, an urban 
redevelopment corporation . pays 
state and.city property taxes on 
the land alone, regardless of im- 
provements, the taxes being 
on the assessed valuation of the 
land for the year preceding its 
acquisition.

BATTALIONS FOR 
ST. LOUIS AREA 


National Guard Units to 
Protect. City Will Be 
Equipped With Guid. 
ed Missiles. | 


Two battalions of National 
Guard anti-aircraft artillery 
equipped with guided missiles 
are being formed to protect the 
St. Louis area against possible 
enemy air attack, Maj. Gen. A. D. 
Sheppard, the Missouri adjutant 
general, announced yesterday at 
Jefferson City. | 
Recruiting of 800 officers and 
enlisted men as a maintenance 
strength for the 201st and 202nd 
AA Battalions is underway. Gen. 
Sheppard said. Surveys for desir- 
able weapons emplacements are 
being.made, he added, 
An unusual feature of the re- 
cruiting is that men over 35 years 
of age will be accepted, Gen. 
Sheppard observed. Men 17 
through 44 years will be taken 
in original enlistments, and men 
up to 55 years of age, with at 
least one year of honorabdie mili- 
tary service, may re-enlist. 

In addition to guided missiles, 
each battalion will be equipped 
with 16 long-range anti-aircraft 
guns, it was announced. Periods 
during which gun and missile po- 
sitions will be manhed were not 
indicated in the announcement. 
The statement added that guided 
missiles are now coming off pro- 
duction lines in increasing quan- 
tities. 

Formation of the battalions is 
part of the effort to bring the 
nation’s defenses against possible 
air attack to full-strength in the 
shortest possible time, Gen. Shep- 
pard said. When the battalions 
are fully trained, the chances of 
enemy aircraft reaching St. Louis 
industrial targets will be reduced 
approximately 50 per cent, the 
adjutant general estimated.

In the last 10 years, demolition 
permits have been issued for 81 
residential or obsolete commer- 
cial buildings in the Kosciusko 
area, whereas construction per- 
mits have been issued for 39 in- 
dustrial buildings and no resi- 
dential units—a good indication 
that the most economical use of 
the land is considered to be in- 
dustrial. 

This area is served unusually 
well by railroads. In the event 
that river transportation is ex- 
panded, the waterfront here 
would be a reasonable location 
for port facilities, an asset of par- 
ticular importance to heavy in- 
dustries. Completion of the Ozark 
Expressway now under construc- 
tion will facilitate truck transpor- 
tation. 


A‘feature of the redevelopment 
plan calls for widening Broad- 
way, now a bottleneck, from its 
present 80 feet to 100. Jogs in 
streets crossing Broadway would 
be eliminated ‘to provide straight 
movement of traffic. 
Sidney street is recommended 
for development as a major east- 
west thoroughfare, and Third 
street would be improved to re- 
lieve Broadway and serve local 
industries, Various minor streets, 
including Second, would be va- 
cated. Remaining streets, while 
providing convenient access to 
properties in the’ area and ready 
connection with the major street 
system, would discourage through 
traffic. ele 

Widening of Broadway would 
mean relocation of stores and 
other establishments now on the 
east side of the street. The plan 
calls for six commercial blocks 
between Marion street,- Russell 
boulevard, Broadway and Third 
street, with the remainder of the 
area to be entirely industrial. 

Eighteen pieces of land totaling 
62 acres would be made available 
for new or expanding enterprise. 

To the west of the Kosciusko 
area are Clinton-Peabody Terrace 
and the 28%4-acre site for the 
public housing project designated 
as M-7. Persons whose homes 
would be razed would be given 


of the homes, and monthly rentals 
average $13. 

This tract is immediately north 
and east of Carr Square Village, 
and not far from ,.Pruitt Homes 
and the projected M-5 and M-6 
housing sites. It is proposed to 
erect 1114 dwellings for whites 
in M-5, 1668 units for Negroes in 
M-6. It is believed industry and 
commerce would favor an oppor- 
tunity to locate in the heart of 
such a readily available labor 
market. , 

The O'Fallon redevelopment 
would make 36 acres available for 
industrial and commercial use in 
16 pieces of land. 

Crowded dwellings in the Mar- 
ket street area house 12,691 per- 
sons, 98 per cent of whom are 
Negroes. There are 3446 dwell- 
ings; monthly rents average $18; 
85 per cent of the houses lack a 
private bath; 55 per cent are 
without running water. 

One corner of the Market erea 
—a section bounded by Ewing 
avenue and Compton, Market and 
Olive—would remain residential. 
The redevelopment area is not 
far from the Plaza housing proj- 
ect\ and the proposed middle-in- 
come housing site for Négroes in 
the DeSoto-Carr area. 

As part of the redevelopment, 
Jefferson avenue would be wid- 
ened from 80 feet to 100 between 
Market and Scott avenue, and 
Clark avenue would be widened 
from 60 feet to 80 between Twen- 
tieth and Compton. 

The Market redevelopment 
would make approximately‘ 145 
acres available for industrial and 
commercial use.

A shortage of $2000 was dis- 
covered . shortly after Bliley’s 
death, and his widow made resti- 
tution of this amount, but an 
investigation started a year ago 
and still continuing has indicated 
‘the shortage will reach $10,000. 

Bates and Allen said Ferril 
came to them with a report that 
Bliley had been drinking heavily. 
But he did not imply anything 
was wrong with Bliley’s accounts, 
they declared, 

Bliley .was reprimanded and 
warned he could not “mix liquor 
with business,” they said. 

Allen recalled he became some- 
what suspicious of Bliley shortly 
before the employe’s death, — 
had a conference with him 
“talk over some matter oletios 
to the office.” 

He was aware that Bliley main- 
tained a rather pretentious lodge 
at Lake of the Ozarks, where he 
had a motorboat, Allen said, but

Bliley had a small income from 
an interitance. 

Ferril pointed out that Bliley 
did not report to him but dealt 
with Jefferson City direct. “There 
was nothing I could do directly, 
although I suspected something 
wrong,” he said. 

Bates and Allen, although dif- 
fering with Ferril over his report 
on Bliley. praised the head of the 
St. Joseph branch. 

“I certainly don’t mean to im- 
ply that Mr. Ferril would tell an 
untruth about the matter, but I 
do not recall he ever made a re- 
mark indicating anything wrong 
with the income tax unit at St. 
Joseph,” Allen*said.

Bliley was putting out a lot of 
money for liquor, and I said this 
would have to stop,” Bates stated. 

Bliley was under bond, and the 
bonding company will be called 
on to make good the shortage as 
soon as its extent is determined, 
Bates added. 


CORRIDOR. DEFENSES 


PARIS, Jan. 31 (UP)—Danish 
Foreign Minister Ole Bjoern 
Kraft renewed talks today with 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, su- 
preme Allied commander, on 
strengthening Denmark's de- 
fenses. 

The talks were secret, but it 
was known Kraft sought strong 
Allied detachments to help guard 
the Schleswig-Holstein “invasion 


corridor,” through which Hitler’s 
troops stormed Denmark.) The 
corridor is now guarded’ by a 
Danish Garrison of 4 men. 


However, the Danish Parliament 


was under pressure to recall 
troops in the.corridor, which lies 
between Hamburg and the Kiel 


canal. 


The pressure was on in parlia- 
ment because Russia sent a note 
to Copenhagen Thursday accus- 
ing Denmark of “being a direct 
participant in the war which is 
being prepared against the Soviet 


Union.” 


Denmark has not replied to the 
Soviet note, but Kraft said in 
London Thursday it was similar 
to one which his country rejected 


last October.

The contract provided for a 
union-controlling hiring hall.

Wallace Party Meetings. 

It was early in 1948, however, 
that the membership found their 
union had a purpose in life other 
than collective bargaining. In- 
creasingly as the year wore on, 
the report says, union meetings, 
ashore or at sea, were devoted 
more and more to the Progressive 
party and the. presidential candi- 
dacy of Henry Wallace. Members 
who refused to contribute money 
to the Wallace campaign faced 
trouble: Some were expelled from 
the union, and consequently: 
barred from jobs. 

Some members braved tam- 
paigns of vilification by resorting 
to complaints against the union 
filed with the Natenal Labor Re- 
lations Board, but these were rel-

Racial Issue Exploited. 

It was about 1947, the report

“Here is 40 billion dollars which 
many want to give away at the 
very timé when our school dis- 
tricts cannot raise enough money 
to give our children the educa- 
tion which should be theirs.” 

Douglas said he is backing an 
amendment by Senator. Hfil 
(Dem.), Alabama, to the tidelands 
bill under. which most of the 
revenues from offshore oil would 
be allocated among all the states 
for educational purposes. 

“School teachers,” he added, 
“have about the most important 
job in the world but hordes of 
them. are being forced to leave 
their jobs because their salaries 
are so low that they cannot sup- 
port themselves or their families.” 

Senator Dirksen (Rep.), [linois, 
shared the television program, 
speaking extemporaneously.

NEVER BEFORE had the President over- 
ruled a recommenéation of his Loyalty Re- 
view Board, which is headed by 78-year-old 
Hiram, Bingham of Connecticut: But also 
unprecedented was so stanch a defense of

In the first 10 days of his Administration the 
President had encountered more than one reason 
for some apprehension as he approaches what 
Ras been historically the crucial problem for 
every President-—his relations with Congress. 


The narrowness of the Republican majorities 
in both Chambers provide incontrovertible evi- 
dence that the voters last November gave their 
mandate to the President personally, with an 
emphasis seldom seen before. Yet in these first 
days, the congressional leaders have behaved 
as if it were they who had received the man- 
date, not he. They all but ran away with the 
ball. 


Partly this may be attributed to the fact that 
the President has faced a mountainous task 
merely in achieving a skeleton organization of 
his branch of the Government. The Tafts, Reeds, 
McCarthys and Hoffmans did not have to or- 
ganige. They were already there, old hands at 
running with any ball they can get possession 
of. Now, as he comes face to face with Congress 
in his State of the Union message, the President 
must decide how far he is going to let the ef- 
fective leadership slip into congressional hands. 


During 20 years of Democratic administra- 
tions there has been .much loose talk about 
executive usurpation. Most of it came from 
presidential opponents who objected not so 
much to the exercise of presidential power as 
to the policies for which it was exercised. 

The power-can be abused, of course, and has 
been. But let us not blind ourselves to the fact 
that the proper use of his great power is what 
a President is elected for. With the Vice Presi- 
dent, he is indeed the only official elected by a 
national constituency; the only Washington of- 
ficeholder on whom all the people pass judg- 
ment. To the extent that Congress for partisan 
or other reasons falls out with the President, 
conflict between the two branches is a built-in 
feature of our constitutional system. ~~ 

” ~ on 


This does not mean that check-and-balance in- , 


evitably spells perpetual strife. It does mean 
that, as Representatives and Senators have a 
duty to represent their tonstituencies, so the 
President has a duty to represent his. He is as 
much a vital part of the legislative process as 
they, and the successful President cannot avoid 
active leadership for a daesuamaete program of 
his own. 


During these early days of confusion, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has been pushed around by 
Congress not only in the confirmation of some 
of his appointees—a dispute in which the Sen- 
ators who insisted upon compliance with the 
conflict-of-interest laws happened to be on the 
right side—but in the areas of tax policy and 
government reorganization as well. The reorgani- 
zation fight particularly carries grave implica- 
tions for the future, since the President has 
made efficient government management one of 
the cardinal aims of his Administration. 

Early in the game, President Eisenhower 
asked for legislation extending the réorganiza- 
tion act for a year, and Senator Taft obligingly 
introduced a bill to that effect. It would have 
permitted the President to issue reorganization 


orders which would go into effect unless either 


the House or Senate vetoed them by a majority 
of all their members. 


Both House and Senate committees, however, 
have now brought out bills sharply curtailing 
the reorganization power. Both bills would per- 
mit any plan to be vetoed by a simple majority 
of the Representati ives or Senators on the floor 
at the time. These were reported in the face of 
testimony by Budget Director Joseph M. Dodge, 


“who said he was “reflecting the view of the 


President,” and who “took a.vigorous position” 
in favor of giving President Eisenhower the 
same reorganization power which Frage Tru- 
man had. 

Mr. Dodge was right. Yet the White House, 
when confronted with this congressional revolt, 
asserted that the President had known of it in 
advance and was agreeable to it. 


Any President is entitled to a tactical retreat 
on occasion, but if these become the rule rather 
than the exception the leadership that is right- 
fully and lawfully his may ebb away. The State 
of the Union message will give President Eisen- 
hower an opportunity to reassert the initiative 
which the people have given him to use.

sentative Thomas R. Joseph Jr., of Waco, intro- 
duced a resolution proposing to give the State 
of Missouri to the Army and Air Force.

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One for One, But Why? 


The Associated Press has just asked coaches 
of 10 top college basketball teams what they 
think of the new “one for one” rule, and the 
consensus seems to be, not much. So the natural 
question is why the rule was ever adopted in 
the first place. 

Under this rule a second free throw is 
awarded if the first toss is missed. The idea is 
a bonus for a player who is fouled. This is sup- 
posed to discourage fouling, but what it has 
done, most eoaches agree, is to discourage ac- 
curacy at the free throw line, give an advantage 
to a team that misses, and slow down the game. 

Quite possibly one other effect has been to 
discourage attendance at basketball games, Some 
coathes believe the gambling scandals reduced 
the popularity of our most popular sport, but 
attendance has fallen off where there has been 
no scandal, and in high school games too. 

Constant rules changes, like the one-for-one 
prescription, tax the spectators as much as the 
players. Yet year after year the rules are 
changed, then the changes are changed. Some- 
times it seems that the object is not to figure 
out a good rule and then to apply it, but to 
apply the rule first just to find out whether it 
is good or not. : 

Why the constant expe ntation? Might as 
well toss the ball into a round and netted test 
tube. 


How a University Grows 

One of the tasks to which Chancellor Comp- 
ton has been devoting himself in Washington 
University’s centennial year has been the 
strengthening of the faculty. No university is 
better than its teaching staff and as it has been 
necessary to make replacements Dr.. Compton 
has looked far and wide for able new teachers 
and scholars and administrators. 


As it happens two outstanding new appoint- 
ments have come from the two coasts. Former 
Congressman Thomas H. Eliot, who now heads 
the department of political science, is from Mas- 
sachusetts and Washington, where he has com- 
piled a record of achievement in the law and 
government administration. Now appointed and 
joining the faculty later this year is Prof. 
Charles Fairman of Stanford University, Califor- 
nia, who will be the first occupant of the 
Charles Nagel chair of constitutional law and 
political science. Dr. Fairman, a spécialist in the 
work of the Supreme Court, is one of a very 
small nymber of,university men who are equally 
at home among constitutional lawyers and po- 
litieal scientists. His appointment is St. Louis’ 
good fortune. 

But Chancellor Compton is finding that some 
losses go with the gains, Thus it has just been 
announced that Dean John Ritchie III of the 
School of Law is resigning to become law dean 
of the University of Wisconsin. Dean Ritchie 
came only last July from the University of 
Virginia and so he will leave the community 
just as: he was becoming a spirited part of it. 
Undoubtedly the law deanship will be well filled 
again since it is clear that first emphasis at 
Washington University now is on a staff able 
to make a university the center of light and 
leading which it ought to be. 
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Justice for the Judges 
The salaries of circuit court judges in St. 
Louis and Kansas City are shockingly low. For 
this reason State Representative Francis M. 
O’Brien of St. Louis has introduced a bill in 
the Legislature to increase the judges’ pay. 
At least 12 major cities offer more induce- 
ment to judges than St. Louis or Kansas City. 
Salaries for comparable courts in these 12 cities 
range from $30,000 in New York to $13,000 in 
Cleveland. Even the latter is $2000 more than 
any circuit judge receives in Missouri. 


The O’Brien bill would raise the present 
$11,000 salary for St. Louis and Kansas City 
circuit judges to $14,000, This would be a mod- 
est increase. Since 1939, these salaries have been 
increased only $3000 while inflation has cut the 
value of the dollar almost fn half. 

Not only the metropolitan judges are under- 
paid in Missouri, of course. But the increasing 
work load in urban courts calls for adequate 
salaries. Judicial income should not be allowed 
to’ fall so far below the income of many of the 
lawyers who practice in these same. courts. 

Other states are studying Missouri's famous 
non-partisan court plan as a means of getting 
qualified men into judicial robes. It is about 
time Missouri caught up with other states’ salary 
scales. Poor compensation can only harm the 
bench. :

An uneertain future will confront the American people even after 
war tensions may be ended, educator writes; as a long-term threat, 
Communists are much like Indians in an earlier day; “permanent 
alertness’ may be normal; 


we need friends to keep peace.

With the new Administration taking 
over, a majority of the American people see 
reason for new confidence. Much as they 
may differ in their expectations, they 
share a common Hope for peace. 

Perhaps this is the time for pointing 
out that even assuming a settlement pos- 
sible, the resulting situation will be any- 
thing but pleasant. 

Peace in the foreseeable future cannot 
connote those friendly concepts of the lion 
dwelling with the lamb, or of the swords 
being beaten into ploughshares. 

Rather it means that indefinitely the 
weak and the peaceful will have to be 
protected against the strong and the preda- 
tory, and that steel will have to be used 
for both military and civilian equipment. 
For a long time to come we shall have 
to live with enemies abroad. 

This is hard to take politically as well 
as emotionally. For Americans it is a 
new and uncomfortable condition. Not 
since the encounters with the Indians have 
they had to live in a comparable state of 
permanent alertness if not alarm. 

With due allowance for all differences, 
the contemporary equivalent of the In- 
dians are the Communists. Legally it may 
be difficult to prove their destructive ani- 
mosity. 

But whatever the courts of last appeal 
may decide, politically and morally the 
Soviet: leaders have provided this proof 
for Communist and non-Communist alike. 

As they are transforming anti-Semitism 


from an indirect into an overt part of 
their machinations; it may now become 
easier for some. doubters to draw parallels 
and learn lessons from experience. 

Such a peace with unpredictable en- 
emies means that we shall have to live 
with an uncertain future. This too is some- 
thing new, if not for individuals then cer- 
tainly for America as a nation. 

Even if an equilibrium of power were 
found it cannot do more than balance pre- 
cariously the prospects of survival and 
destruction. 

Also, even if we succeed in protecting 
our freedoms without destroying them in 
the process, we shall find no ready formu- 
la for dealing with a conspiracy which is 
truly one of the evil spirit. 

Given these uncertainties and their 
causes, we shall need friends who will help 
us to maintain peace. A policy of alliances 
and coalitions is alien to American tra- 
dition. Its unavoidable concessions and 
compromises are displeasing to many sin- 
cere patriots. 

Yet we cannot make a graver mistake 
than to lump together real enemies and 
uncomfortable critics, conspirators and 
non-conformists, and thereby alienate the 
very people with whom we shall have 
to work. 

These are staggering problems. We all 
want peace. However, we had better be 
prepared for the fact that if peace is at- 
tainable it will be tantalizing rather than 
Elysian.

Publication of such books as 
“Before Lewis and Clark,” 
which make available for fur- 
ther study and investigation im- 
portant groups of documents 
relating to our national history, 
performs an important and last- 
ing public service. 

Easily accessible here are 
documents not only exciting in 
themselves as realistic reading 
matter, but also valuable as 
raw material for other writers 
interested in this region, 
whether they wish to correlate 
freshly available facts 
other historical studies, engage 
in genealogical research or pro- 
duce historical novels. 

This is the fourth of such 
volumes published by the St.

ITH this long and tem- 
pestuous historical ro- 
mance, Annemarie Selinko, 
wife of a Danish diplomat, 
scores two resounding successes 
as a storyteller. From the musty 
pages of history she has ex- 
humed a fascinating plot and 
characters, and all of these she 
has woven into a story that 
holds the reader by sheer nar- 
rative power. 


It’s bound to be liked by 
those droves of readers who are 
always hep to the latest in 
popular fiction. 

The lovely Desiree Clary, 
daughter of a Marseille silk 
merchant, wove herself into the 
fabric of history, a kind of 
European Scarlett O’Hara, 
whose real life exceeded the 
imaginings. of any romancer. 
Miss Selinko found herself a 
perfect heroine, and it is no 
surprise to learn that this book 
has been enormously popular 
throughout Europe. It deserves 
to do equally well here. 

The story is presented in the 
form of a diary written by 
Desiree for her father. The his- 
tory books tell us that Na- 
poleon’s brother Joseph married 
Desiree’s elder sister, Julie. Na- 
poleon himself wanted Desiree, 
but her father thought one Cor- 
sican in the family was enough.

Desiree 
survived the disappointment and 
married Jean-Baptiste -Berna- 
dotte, one of Napoleon’s future 
marshals, and later became 
Queen of Sweden when Berna- 
dotte was raised to the Swedish 
throne,

New High School 


Proposed to Be 
Built in Affton 


‘ 

The School Board. of Affton 
reports development of plans for 
a new high school building to 
house 500 students, to be financed 
by an $800,000 bond issue if prop- 
erty owners vote for it Feb. 10. 

The new building is proposed to 
be built on a “T” shaped, 9-acre 
tract of ground, on the west side 
of MacKenzie road, opposite “Our 
Redeemer Cemetery,” and 
tween the present high school and 
the Heege Elementary School. 
The property fronts 385 feet on 
the highway and extends back a 
ganas of 1265 feet to the west 

ne. 

The new plant will set back ap- 
proximately 500 feet from Mac- 
Kenzie road, with a landscaped 
mall running. between the build- 
ing and the road. A driveway road 
will circle the entrance grounds, 
with parking facilities off the 
drive at each side and behind the 
auditorium area. 

The auditorium is proposed as a 
future addition, as are the track, 
gridiron, baseball diamonds and 
bleachers at. the “T” section of 
the property to the west of the 
plant. Future parking facilities 
would be provided at the north 
end of the gymnasium when ac- 
cess roads are provided at a later 
date. 

The new building is planned in 
an “H” form to contain 11 class 
rooms, along with rooms for 
chemistry’ and physics, general 
science and biology, demonstra- 
tions, lecture, audio-visual, home 
economics, commerce and typing. 

A library and reading room, to- 
gether with librarian office, work 
room, viewing and liste 
rooms, will terminate the north 
end of the front wing of the build- 
ing, while the 1000 seat audito- 
rium later will occupy the south

A cafeteria with kitchen facili- 
ties, along with shops, arts and 
crafts, and a gymnasium form the 
west part of the plan. The large 
gymnasium, with a 50 foot by 
84 foot basket ball court, and 
seating 1500 spectators, together 
with locker and shower rooms, 
toilets, physical director’s office, 
physical education rooms, band 
and music rooms and stage will 
care for the physical education 
program. The gymnasium will be 
arranged to serve also as an audi- 
torium, and will have an overall 
seating capacity of 2200 seats.

Congress has given the VA au- 
thority to raise interest rates on 
its GI-home loans from the pres- 
ent 4 per cent to 4% per cent.

“We want to avoid the situa- 
tion we had after the tornado of 
’27 when the department had to 
deputize 500 untrained men,”

At present, the department fur- 
nishes its part-time officers caps, 
badges and armbands, These are 
worn with black shoes, white shirt, 
black tie and any kind of dark 
suit. Indicative of their fervor, 
nearly half the men now in the 
outfit have also spent about $75

UXILIARIES on a detail must 
A aways be under the super- 

vision of a regular policeman 
who tells them what to do. Sgt.

These emer- 
gencies have included sprained 
ankles at the ball park, sudden 
traffic bottlenecks resulting from 
accidents and the fast pace of a 
holdup man who was being chased 
by a regular officer on a down- 
town street until downed by the 
flying tackle of an auxiliary cop 
who happened to be passing by.

UXILIARY cops are subject 
to the same rules of conduct 
as regular officers. They have 

to salute at the proper times. 
They must not smoke on duty, 
They may not uniform, 
whether off duty or on. They 
may be suspended for certain of- 
fenses and may then obtain a 
hearing. Three auxiliaries have 
gone through this process to date 
for various charges of misbe- 
havior and one was reinstated. 

The civilian police force will 
supply honorary pallbearers for 
funerals of departed members, 
and it may be testimony of the 
corps’ hardiness that such a detail 
has not yet had to be performed. 
There have been several resigna- 
tions, however. One man got mad 
and quit when his car got tagged 
for -overparking and he learned 
that cops (auxiliary or otherwise) 
must obey al] laws like everybody 
else, Three others quit to become 
regular policemen—one of them 
in St. Louis, another outstate and 
the third in Indiana. 

If you like being an auxiliary 
cop and show promise at your 
lessons you can go all sorts of 
places in the force’s private hier- 
archy. First you may be sent to 
the auxiliary’s own staff and 
command school. You can ad- 
vance from private to assistant 
squad leader (the equivalent of 
corporal) and from.there into any 
number of exalted ranks such as 
staff officer, company command- 
er, battalion commander, deputy 
or vice commander or even com- 
mander. ) 

Top civilian boss of the force 
is a quiet, mild-mannered and 
youngish man, Martin W. Kaerch- 
er, who is traffic manager for the 
Nooter Corp. and whose father 
was a police sergeant. Kaercher 
figures he has policeman’s blood 
coursing through his veins and 
looks on his commant pesition as 
an ideal cross of hobby and com- 
munity service. 

You would expect newly uni- 
formed and badge-sporting citi- 
zens to be a bit aggressive if not 
downright bullying in their ap- 
proach to those they police, but 
Sgt. Fuller reports that the re- 
verse has been the case. In fact, 
the reluctance of some auxiliaries 
to jostle taxpayers who might 
need jostling has been something 
of concern to the sergeant. 

“I've. watched them on the 
street handling big crowds,” he 
says, “and they just won’t holler 
at people. They'd say ‘Would you 
please get back?’ or something 
like that. Real nice.”

N Nov, 10, 1941, a 73-year-old 
widow named Dora Bachstein 
was adjudged to be of un- 
sound mind by the probate court 


in Shelbyville, Mo. She was a 


frail woman, in poor physical 


health, and partially blind. She 


had been known for years around 
the countryside as “Miss Dora” 
and most folks looked on her as 
being just “queer.” She’ lived 
alone on a farm seven miles from 
the community of Clarence, which 
is about 150 miles northwest of 
St. Louis. ' 

A hardware merchant, W. N. 
Sears, a stable citizen of Clarence, 
was named her guardian. A week 
or so after the court hearing, 
Sears went to the farm to tell 
Dora arrangements had been 
made to bring her into town to 
live with a family which would 
look after her. Dora asked if she 
could wait another day. She want- 
ed to leave the house clean, and 
wash out some things to take with 
her. 

The next day Sears returned, 
accompanied by two other men 
from Clarence. Miss Dora wasn't 
in the house, The men noticed 
that several boards partially cov- 
ering an 18-foot well elose to the 


back porch had been pushed back. 
As the men said later, they some- 
how knew Miss Dora was going to 
be in that well; and she was. 
There had been a lot of rain that 
fall, and the well was full almost 
to the top. Miss Dora was floating 
right near the surface, face down. 

In an atmosphere of dark hints 
and whispered accusations, Miss 
Dora was buried. Then, in view 
of .the neighborhood talk, her 
body was exhumed. The post- 
mortem examination proved one 
thing nearly everyone had been 
sure of—that Dora Bachstein had 
been slowly dying of starvation. 
But it didn’t solve the mystery 
of how she got into the well. 

Five years went by. Then one 
night the town drunk at Clarence 
went on a binge and confessed to 
having helped throw Dora Bach- 
stein in the well. He implicated 
Sam Brown, a neighbor of Dora's, 
and Sam’s son, Stanley Brown. 
Both men were tried. The son 
was acquitted, the father was con- 
victed. That was in 1948. 


Then, a few weeks ago Sam 
Brown’s lawyers came up with 
new evidence—what they claimed 
was a “suicide” note written by 
Dora herself—and asked that Sam 
Brown be pardoned. Instead Gov. 
Forrest Smith reduced his 12-year 
sentence to six years, which 
means that with good behavior 
Sam will get out of the peniten- 
tiary this year. 

While Sam will soon be free, 
he has not been exonerated of 
guilt in connection with the death 
of Dora Bachstein. Which leaves 
several questions still unan- 
swered, as far as the neighbors 
in Shelby county are concerned, 
and they’re wondering if they 
ever will be answered: 


Did Dora Bachstein fall in 
the well? Did she throw her- 
self in the well? Or was she 
carried from the house, kick- 
ing and screaming, as the state 
contended, and thrust into the 
well and held there until she 
was dead? 


Sam Brown and his son, Stan- 
ley, were not the most popular 
two men in south Shelby county, 
and they had had more than one 
brush with the law. 


Dora Bachstein’s husband, Hi- 
ram, had been a fairly prosperous 
farmer, but in his old age he 
and his wife were sick and unable 
to work the farm. They were even 
unable, as subsequent testimon 
showed, to look after the simp] 
business affairs. 


So they made an agreement 
with the Browns. In 1938 they 
deeded their 58-acre farm to 
Stanley. A year later, according 
to records at Shelbyville, they 
gave Stanley a bill of sale for all 
their household goods, livestock, 
farm implements, a gold watch 
and two diamonds. All, in fact, 
that they possessed. in return 
Stanley was to take care of them 
until they died.

OW well Stanley took care of 
them was the subject of much 
comment, both in and out of 
court. Neighbors testified they 
had to take food to the aged 
couple. One neighbor took fuel 
to them in zero weather. The 
autopsy performed on Dora 
showed she had been trying to 
eat field corn—and nothing else. 
Hiram, who had been quietly 
occupied with the business of 
dying for a couple of years, 
passed away in February of 1941. 
A neighbor, when him 
food and fuel, had asked him why 
he and his wife dian't sell the 
place an live out their days in

looking into her financial trou- 
bles. She was taken to town by 
neighbors to testify. On the way 
she asked if she couldn’t have a 
sandwich, because she hadn't 
eaten for several days and she 
felt too weak to testify. When 
given food at Shelbyville, she 
wolfed it ravenously, then col- 
lapsed, 

The grand jury appointed Sears 
as her guardian with recommen- 
dations that she be moved to 
town. But before he acted, she 
was dead in the well.

URING the next five years, 

Dora was all but forgotten. 

Stanley Brown had inherited 
her farm and he had lived* there 
part of the time. Then one night 
in early August in 1946, Mark 
Hunolt, looked upon as Clarence’s 
heaviest drinker, got drunk and 
the town marshal had to lock 
him up, mainly for his own good, 

While he was in jail he began 
to mumble about how he and Stan- 
ley Brown threw an old woman 
in a well for $50, and how it had 

n on conscience for five 
years. When he had sobered up 
he pleaded guilty to the charge 
of drunkness. Then the sheriff 
took him to the state highway 
patrol office at Macon for some 
questioning about “the old woman 
in the well.” ' 

At first Hunok denied knowing 
anything about Dora’s death. 
Then, with an air of relief, he 
started talking. His confession, 
made to Circuit Judge Harry J. 
Libby, was as follows: 


“Judge, your honor, I was led 
into this by Sam Brown. I was 
living on a farm north of Clar- 
ence. with my dad, mother, two 
brothers and my sister. They sent 
me to Clarence after some gro- 
ceries. I was drinking. I passed 
Sam Brown's place and he waved 
me down and I stopped my car 
and he: said, ‘I want to talk to 
you a little bit,’ and I said, ‘All 
right.’ 

“T opened the car door and he 
got in and sat down and we talked 
about crops and livestock and dif- 
ferent things and then he said, ‘I 
will give you $50 to help Stanley 
Brown put Mrs. Bachstein in the 
well.” I didn’t even know the 
Bachsteins. Never had been there. 
He said, ‘I will put a bucket on 
the platform of the well, and drop 
a dipper in the well and nobody 
will ever know. It will be easy.’ 

“And I says, ‘All right, when?’ 
and he says, ‘It will be a night 
or two later, and I said, ‘All 
right.’ 

“I went on to Clarence and 
bought my groceries and some 
whisky and came back home. In 
a night or two Stanley Brown did 
come after me o’clock 
at night and we to the 
Bach place, drove up and 
turned around and shut our car 
off and he said, ‘You follow me.’ 


“T says all right. I was drink- 
ing heavier then.. So he opened, 
the door and we walked in, and 
he said, ‘Here she is. You take 
one part and I will take the other.’ 
~“T took her by the arms and he 


ried her to the well and put her 
in head first, and then we run 
back to the car and he took me 


up, and I was in town, 
“I bought some more whisky 


While we was carrying this old 
lady out, she was screaming and 
hollering for dear life, and Stan- 
ley pulled some kind of a mask 
over her face to keep her voice 
from spreading over the country. 

“I would never had been in 
this deal if it hadn’t been for Sam 


and I never saw Sam any more 
for quite some time, and he never 
mentioned it to me at all; but it’s 
been on my mind, so I come be- 
fore the court. 


“It set me to drinking worse. 
I couldn’t work, couldn’t eat, 


. couldn’t rest, was nervous run- 


ning from one town to another 
and working one place two or 
three weeks and then going to 
another place, and I just come up 
and give it up, so I can sleep and 
rest and I am here to pay my 
penalty. I helped do it, and I am 
here to pay my penalty, whatever 
that may be. And that is all.”

N the strength of the confes- 
() sion, Stanley Brown was ar- 

rested and taken to the High- 
way Patrol office at Macon. News 
traveled fast. Some 15 minutes 
later Sam Brown knocked on the 
door of the Patrol office and asked 
why they had arrested Stanley. He 
was told to come in, as they had a 
murder warrant against him also. 


Sam Brown, who was then 49 
years old, and Stanley, then 24, 
refused to talk. ~They retained 
the firm of Charles Rendlen and 
Sons, at Hannibal, to defend 
them. .On arraignment they 
pleaded not guilty. Stanley was 
the first to go to trial. 
had already entered a plea of 

ilty to first-degree murder.\He 
told his story again. Dr. D. L. 
Harlan of Clarence testified Dora 
Bachstein died of drowning. 

An undertaker testified that 
Stanley Brown paid for the dead 
woman’s funeral—with two cows 
and a calf from the Bachstein 
farm. 

Stanley’s defense was an alibi. 
He said he had spent the night 
that Dora Bachstein died at his 
father’s place. His father cor- 
roborated the testimony. Among 
others who testified to the alibi 
were three men who said they 
spent the night at Brown’s house, 
the state, on cross-examination, 
brought out that two of them had 
been arrested for theft and peace 
disturbance, and the third was 
the operator of a joint noted as 
a location of frequent disturb- 
ances. 

Stanley’s mother testified that 
the only flowers at Dora’s funeral 
were sent by Stanley. A jury of 
nine men and three women, in 
the courtroom at Macon, where 
the trial had been taken on a 
change of venue, decided Stanley 
was innocent. 

Sam’s trial was held a year 
later. Such are the vagaries of law 
and justice and the minds of 
juries, that on virtually the same 
testimony by many of the same 
witnesses, Sam was found guilty. 
His punishment was set at 12 
years in the penitentiary. The ver- 
dict was upheld by the Missouri 
Supreme Court, and Sam went to 
prison. Mark Hunolt was sentenced 
to 10 years on his plea of guilty. 
He was released last year on pa- 
role, and is now living in Mon- 

a. 

Stanley lived on the farm for a 
time, and then he went to Chicago 
to work. Three years ago he sold 
the place to Lou and Joe Konecny, 
brothers and bachelors, who came 
to Missouri from Iowa. 

The house sits at the end of a 
lane which extends some 
yards back from a dirt road. Back 
of the house is a big, old barn 
which is beginning to list to 


‘leeward. Closer to the house are 


several smaller ouibuildings which 
list so badly that they look as. if 
a strong wind would lay them 
down. One of these buildings is 
a small chicken house about six 
feet in width and maybe eight 
feet in length. A:tall man has to 
stoop to enter the door. The roof 
slopes steeply down to meet the 
walls about four feet from the 
ground. Where roof and walls 
meet there is a narrow ledge, 
made by two-by-four braces. 

- It was on this ledge that Lou 
Konecny, pronounced ko-nech-ny, 
found an old purse which con-

On the strength of the note, 
Sam Brown’s lawyers appealed to 
the Governor for a pardon for 
Sam. In their application they 
said it probably would never be 
proved conclusively just how old 
the note was, but they “believed” 
it. was written by Dora Bachstein 
just before her death at a time 
when -her eyesight was failing and 
her handwriting uncertain be- 
cause of old age. 

Gov. Smith, who has sinee re- 
tired frém office, didn’t, pardon 
Brown. Instead he reduced his 
sentence. He did it, he said, in 
view of the fact Stanley Brown 
had been acquitted and in view 
of statements credited to prose- 
cuting officials that the case had 
been “a weak one.” Prosecuting 
officials have since denied ever 
having made such a statement. 


So Sam Brown will be released 
late this year, an act which will 
officially close the case. But so 
far as the neighbors in Shelby 
county are concerned, it leaves 
some questions unanswered:

; exterior colors. Interior fabrics 
and trim are new and color-har- 
monized interiors blend with the 
new body colors on all 1953 Fords. 
The instrument panel has been 
redesigned with a satin-chrome 
finish on the mask surrounding 
the gauge indicators and chrome 
yokes around the control knobs. 

Known as the world’s largest 
builder of V-8 engines, Ford fea- 
tures its Strato-Star V-8 engine 
as the only V-8 in the high vol- 
ume field. Its 110 horsepower is 
the highest in this field, Also 
available on the 1953 Ford is the 
Mileage. Maker Six— with free- 
turning overhead valves. This 6- 
cylinder, high compression, low- 
friction engine is rated at 101 
horsepower and was introduced on 
the 1952 Ford. It has won high 
praise among Ford owners for its 
unusual economy and powerful 
performance. Both engines are 
designed to operate on regular 
gasoline. 

Another: new feature of the 
1953 Ford is the addition of thick, 
sound-deadening glass fiber lin- 
ing under the hood, which adds 
to driving comfort. Other features 
include Ford’s “null-tight” body 
construction which seals out wa- 
ter, dust and drafts; its rubber- 
cushioned body bolts and joints 
welded, soldered and plastic- 
sealed.

Top acceleration and driving 
performance are provided by two 
Fluid-Torgue Drive torque con- 
verters of different types, one for 
the eights and the other for the 
sixes, used in conjunction with 
the M-6 controlled-type automatic 
transmission and the V-8 or six- 
cylinder engines. Torque con- 
verters are standard on the Crown 
Imperial 8-passenger sedan and 
limousine and may be had as spe- 
cial equipment at extra cost on all 
other models. 

Power Steering Available. 

Full-time power steering, which 
proved to be one of the most 
popular engineering advances 
ever offered by Chrysler, will be 
available throughout the 1953 
line. It will be optional at extra 
cost, except in the Crown Im- 
perial where it remains standard. 
A new cowl-vent heater is of- 
fered on all new Chrysler models 
except 8-passenger models and 
the Crown Imperial. This heater 
draws air from the cowl ventila- 
tor, thereby reducing to negli- 
gible amounts the traffic fumes 
and road dust that may enter the 
heating system. 
The unit greatly reduces steer- 
ing effort, approximately one- 
tenth of that required being sup- 
plied manually through the steer- 
ing wheel, and the remainder by 
the hydraulic mechanism. The 
ratio of manual to hydraulic pow- 
er remains constant through all 
driving conditions. 

Continued on all 1953 8-cylin- 
der and long-wheelbase 6-cylin- 
der Chryslers are power brakes. 
The power brake unit is self-con- 
tained and utilizes intake mani- 
fold vacuum to multiply the brak- 
ing power of the hydraulic brake 
system. Power brakes provide 
the driver with the proper “feel” 
to enable him to determine the 
right amount of pressure to ap- 
ply, For fast stops at high 
speeds, only one-third normal 
pedal pressure is required, .

‘LOS ANGELES—The westward 
movement of population and in- 
dustry is bringing to this city of 
the Angels a new claim to fame 
as the “Detroit of the West.” 
One in every ten of the esti- 
mated 5,300,000 automobiles pro- 
duced in 1952 
States rolled from assembly lines 
of plants located in Los Angeles 
County, according to S. F. Green, 
western regional manager of 
Willys-Overland Motors, whose 
firm helped pioneer car produc- 
tion here over a quarter of a cen- 
ury ago. 

Industry estimates show, Green 
said, that California in 1952 pro- 
duced about 850,000 cars and 
trucks. Of these 550,000 were 
made in Los Angeles County, 
ranking it second only to Detroit, 
in auto output. The rest of Cali- 
fornia’s output was built in the 
San Francisco Bay area. 
Willys-Overland’s plant, which 
reported the greatest sales in its 
history in tseven western sttaes, 
has been expanded in: recent 
months for production of the new 
Aero Willys passenger cars side 
by side with the company’s fam- 
ous Jeeps, all-steel station wag- 
ons and four-wheel-drive trucks, 
Green said. 

California’s registration of all 
vehicles; including. motorcycles 
and trailers, exceeds 4,600,000 
vehicles, the Willys executive 
said, indicating that nearly one 
out of every four cars rolling on 
the state’s highways is produced 
in the state. 

A recent survey by the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
disclosed that automotive plants 
here employ 24,000 persons and 
assemble more different makes of 
cars than plants in Detroit.

The design of the power brak- 
ing system is such that there is 
a direct connection between the 
brake pedal and the master cyl- 
inder.

Squeezed Into Shape. 

Langhammer, a leading expo- 
nent of industrial applications of 
powder metallurgy, explained the 
process of manufacturing Oilite 
parts. Metal particles finer than 
cake flour are fed into a giant 
press and squeezed into precise 
Shape and size, normally under 
pressure of 30,000 to 75,000 
pounds per square inch. The 
pressed part, called a briquette, 
is then heat-treated 'to fuse the 
small particles into an integral 
mass of the correct shape and di- 
mensions, without the necessity of 
costly machining. A second press 
operation brings the part to close 
tolerances, and finally the part is 
immersed in oil to soak up lubri- 
cant. Under pressure or friction, 
in subsequent use of the part, the 
oil oozes out to lubricate the bear- 
ing or rubbing surface without, 


however, wasting oil. When the 
heat or pressure is reduced the 
material again sponges up the lu- 
bricant and holds it for further 
use. 
The bearings are porous, actual- 
ly like a metal sponge, to the ex- 
tent of 25 per cent by volume, he 
said.

Langhammer, in describing the 
versatility of these products, said 
that the company has produced a

Manufacturers Turn to Plastics 
For Auto Tooling Requirements 


In the face of higher cost of 
materials and labor, many car 
manufacturers are turning to a 
recently-developed use of plastics 
for tooling—to help stabilize price 
levels, says Harold E. Renaud, 
president of Renaud Plastics, Inc., 
of Lansing, Mich. 

According to Renaud, a wide 
variety of models, fixtures, and 
dies of plastic were used in the 
general tooling programs behind 
1953 car model production. He 
said that savings of a third in 
money and reduction of time to 
one-fifth are matters of record 
on certain items of general tool- 
ng, when compared with tradi- 
tional metal tooling. 

“Most motorists have come to 
think of plastics only in terms of 
‘ear bodies of the future,’” said 
Renaud. “In my opinion, the 
plastics industry may be years 
away from mass production of 
entire car bodies. At the same 
time, plastics for general tooling 
is already here — and rapidly 
changing the picture.” 

In describing the new plastic 
tools, Renaud stated that basic 
materials taking the place of 
steel are resins of extremely dur- 
able formulation and glass fibre. 
Among plastic tools coming into 
widespread use at this time are 


— 


moulding; die designs, layout 
“skins,” and mock-up “skin 
panels,” for shortening time in 
numerous deesigning and manu- 
facturing processes; reproductions 
of master wood models for dies, 
welding fixtures, and checking 
fixtures, among other items. 

At the present time, inability 
to match the speed of manufac- 
turers associated with steel stamp- 
ing is the major drawback to the 
use of entirely plastic bodies in 
car manufacture, according to 
Renaud. He declared that in other 
characteristics desired by the mo- 
torist—such as being alkaline— 
and salt-proof, rust-proof, dent- 
proof and easily repairable — 
plastic bodies are able to compete 
on favorable terms with metal 
bodies. 

“It is possible to make a serv- 
iceable all-plastic sedan body 
right now,” Renaud said. “As a 
matter of fact, a few hand-built 
bodies were made experimentally 
some years ago. However, until 
they can be made fast in mass 
production lines, no benefit in 
price can result for the average 
American motorist. The finest 
brains in the automobile industry 
are currently working on this pro- 
duction problem in a number of 
competing technical centers. Need- 
less to say, the plastic industry is

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Trailer Parks 
Guide Presents 
Approved Sites 


Good news for trailer travelers 
is the Official 1953 Trailer Park 
Guide, just published by the 
Trailer Coach Manufacturers As- 
sociation, 

The Guide lists 3946 parks 
rated at 80 points or more out of 
a possible 100 in the association's 
grading system. Included in this 
figure are 591 Gold Star parks. 


These sites scored 95 points or 
more in the grading, which was 
based on personal inspection by 
representatives of a private sur- 
vey firm. 

“The official 1953 guide is the 
only trailer park directory em 
ploying this selective listing,” ac- 
cording to E. L. Wilson, managing 
director of TCMA.. “It is also 
the only listing based on personal 
inspection of every park. These 
inspections were made within the 
six months preceding publication 
of the book, so that the directory 
is up-to-date and reliable.” 

Cities and states are listed al- 
phabetically in the cofhpact, 292-" 
page guide. A state map heads 
each division, with locations of 
approved parks plainly marked. | 
Subdivisions give the city or) 
town, address, number of spaces 
and the daily, weekly and month- 
ly rates of each park. Special 
symbols indicate whether parks 
accept overnight guests, children 
or pets. Services, such as repair 
facilities, sales outlets, gasoline 
stations, stores and restaurants, 
are shown where these are of- 
fered,

Forty Billions 
Needed to Clean 
Up Road Backlog 


DETROIT—Expenditures in the 
neighborhood of forty billions of 
dllars are required to “clean up 
the existing backlog of highway 
and street deficiencies” in the 
United States, members of the 
Nation Association of Taxicab 
Owners and the Cab Research 
Bureau were told here. 

Addressing the joint annual 
convention of these organizations, 
meeting in Detroit’s Sheraton- 
Cadillac Hotel, B. E. Hutchinson, 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee and vice president of _Chrys- 
ler Corporation, said: 

“Failure in the past properly 
to provide foreseeable require- 
ments for streets and highways 
has drained off millions of dol- 
lars of highway funds through in- 
creased maintenance costs on in- 
adequate and obsolete facilities. 

“The tremendous financial loss- 
es resulting annually from sever- 
al million collisions is estimated 
at three and one-half billion dol- 
lars, or as much as is spent on 
road and street construction. It 
is approximately correct to state 
that it costs as much to maintain 
existing poor roads as it would 
to provide adequate new ones.” 

Sorry Commentary. 

Hutchinsoon termed the high- 
way and street situation a “sor- 
ry commentary on the enterprise” 
of a nation which has telescoped 
into relatively few years develop- 
ments in many areas of living and 
working which elsewhere and in 
other times have taken centuries. 
“Highway transportation,” he 
stated, “represents in America 
the greatest single aggregation of 
economic activities in man’s his- 


in the inspection represent in- 
vestments of as much as $500,000, | 
he added. Swimming pools, boat- | 
ing facilities, hobby workshops | 
and other recreational services 
are becoming common, particu- 
larly in Florida, California, the 
Southwest and other resort areas, 
the TCMA president said. 

The cost of preparing a site 
for trailer park use is estimated 
at $1000 per lot and upward, ex- 
cluding the land cost. This in- 
cludes the cost of grading; in- 
stallation of water lines, electric- 
ity, and sewage disposal pipes, 
hard-surface roadways and drive- 
ways; sanitation, laundry and 
landscaping. 

The total investment of park 
owners is estimated to be nearly 
$200,000,000. In California alone 
there are accommodations for ap- 
proximately 100,000 trailer | 
aocches. 

California leads in the number 
of Gold Star parks, with 121 of 
these listed. Florida’s 73 give that 
state second place, and Texas and 
Arizona take third and fourth 
honors with 50 and 47 Gold Stars, 
respectively. In all, 43 states con- 
tain Gold Star parks. 

Many communities are finding 
that trailer travelers bring con- 
siderable added prosperity to 
local businesses. In Pinellas coun- 
ty, Florida, for example, there 
are 15,000 trailer dwellers at the 
peak season. At a conservative 
living cost of $25 per week per 
person, these individuals con- 
tribute $375,000 a week to the 
community’s business volume. 
And in Maricopa county, Arizona, 
the trade from trailer coach own- 
ers during the 1950-51 season 
alone amounted to $18,000,000. 

City Operates Park. 

Recognizing the economic value 
of trailer parks, chambers of 
commerce and business and civic 
leaders are urging establishment 
of new trailer parks in various 
communities throughout the coun- 
try, The chamber of commerce of 
Reedley, California, recently urged 
establishment of a trailer park to 
attract far mand packing work- 
ers of the same high caliber as 
those living in trailer coaches in 
the area. 

Taking advantage of the asset 
provided by trailer parks, the Ki- 
wanis Club of Bradenton, Fla., 
operates the Bradenton Trailer 
Park in that citl. Profits from the 
park are devoted to Kiwanis 
charitable enterprises. A Braden- 
ton newspaper recently reported 
the residents of the park bring a 
$62,500 weekly “payroll” to the 
city. 

Trailer coach accommodations 
at national parks and monuments 
and various state-operated park- 
ing facilities are Separ- 
ate sections of the TC Park 
Guide. Length regulations for 
each state, including addresses 
where overlength permits can be 
obtained, also are included. A 
special page is devoted to helpful 
suggestions for towing coaches. 
Travel expenses can be kept eas- 
ily in a Trip Record section.

lagged. Also, despite the fact 
that automotive transport has 
revolutionized American living, 
and given tremendous impetus to 
the economic growth of our land. 
the automobile and the fuel it 
consumes have been and still are 
the constant target fof highly dis- 
criminatory taxation. Revenue de- 
rived from. taxes on m@tor vehi- 
cles and the fuel consumed by 
them should go into improving 
the highways, but billions are 
now diverted into general funds, 
while the balance available for 
expenditure on the roadways re- 
mains pitifully inadequate.” 

Parking Facilities Inadequate. 

Asserting that, “by our own 
established standarfds, our high- 
way plant is already ten years 
behind schedule in making ade- 
quate provision for the nation’s 
ra laa ee neds,” Hutchinson 
said: 

“Of our more than three mil- 
lion miles of rural roads, and 
some three -hundred thousand 
miles of city streets, many thou- 
sands of miles are in bad condi- 
tion, and many more thousands of 
miles are in basic design utterly 
inadequate to meet modern day 
traffic requirements. Many in- 
teersted groups and organizations 
are working and plarming now 
for better roads, but notwithstand- 
ing, more miles of roads will be- 
come obsolete this year than will 
be regained by modernization of 
existing roads and the construc- 
ion of new ones.” 

The speaker pointed to “utterly 
inadequate parking facilities” as 
another obstacle in the path of a 
fuller use of motor transportation. 
“Difficulties incidental to insuf- 
ficient and inadequate parking 
facilities have grown with leaps 
and bounds,” he said, “but un- 
fortunately planning and provi- 
sions to deal with this problem 
have not grown apace. FEconomi- 
cally, traffic jams and parking de- 
lays along with other effects of 
highway inadequacies, are costing 
the country a concealed inde- 
terminant, but perfevetly fan- 
tastic amount of money.” 

Like the. parking problem, the 
safety problem “hinges impor- 
tantly on the road problem,” Mr. 
Hutchinson declared. He stressed 
that “all of these factors have sig- 
nificant influence in the pattern 
of tomorrow—not only fof the 
auto industry, but for thé temor- 
rows of all business and of all 
Americans, since there is scarcely 
an area of American life that is 
not importantly affected by auto- 
mobiles and road transport.”

~In addition to the monastery, the 
When most people think of a 


vacation of fishing in Florida, 
they think of $50 a day charter 
boat fees, expensive deep sea 
fishing gear, high priced restau- 
rants and fancy beach hotels. 

But economy-minded tourists 
may choose a town that offers a 
base of fishing operations with- 
out straining the budget. ' 


Excellent fishing may be found 
at Fort Pierce for the tourist 
who prefers lazy days of fishing 
to the glamour and glitter of ex- 
pensive vacation spots. River 
fishing, ocean fishing, surfcasting 
and what is called “back woods” 
angling all are within a. few miles 
of downtown hotels or highway 
tourist courts. 


Spanning the ‘beautiful Indian 
river are two long bridges used 
as much for fishing piers as they 
are for traffic. During the sunny 
winter days, tourists who have.

HE AUSTRALIAN love bird, known in its 
native land as the budgerigar—" budgie” 
for short—is a creature that has a strong 

appeal for many ple. It is a handsome 
sparrow-size eet with rollicking, song- 
like chatter. It is becoming increasingly 
pores as a cage bird; allowed to roam at 
arge about the house, it can be trained to 
come on call, to do tricks, even to talk. 
In addition to an engaging personality, 
the budgie a genetic make-up 
that makes breeding it an adventurous 
hobby. In its original habitat, the bird is 
grass green with a yellow mask and black 
and yellow wing markings. Since its intro- 
duction in Europe about a century ago, 
breeders have found that by careful match- 
ing of strains they frequently can develop 
“sports” with radically different colors and 
markings. Descendants of these command 
premium prices among budgie. fanciers. 


One color that has eluded breeders is red. 
The nearest they have come to it is a brown- 
ish tint called cinnamon, and_ the first 
breeder to bring out a love bird with real red 
in it can consider his fortune made. 

The budgie was first brought to this 
country in quantity a few years ago when 
parrots were under embargo because of a 
psittacosis disease outbreak. It was found 
to be clean, easy to:manage, able to thrive 
in any climate and a good companion. 

Budgies shown in these photographs 
are from the flock of Robert Clark, St. Louis 
bottling plant operator who breeds the birds 
as a hobby. Clark began with a few birds 
in 1932, now has more than 300, including 
several rare specimens worth upwards of 
$150 each. The more garden variety — 
which is a popular pet shop item, and is 
as good company as the fancy types, sells 
for around $5 to $10.

A step in the rebirth of the Japanese navy took place 
last month when the United States turned over to Japan 
10 warships to augment the Japanese coastal defense force. 
The ships, six 1500-ton frigates and four 450-ton landing 
ships, were the first of 68 which are to be loaned to Japan 
for five years at no cost. Loun was authorized by Congress. 

Japan already has the nucleus of an army in its 110,- 
000-man national safety corps, which is armed with Amer- 
ican-loaned carbines, rifles and machine guns. The United 
States also has leased Japan heavy fighting equipment, in- 
cluding tanks, field artillery and aircraft, and 600 officers 
and men of the safety corps—formerly known as the police 
reserve—have been reported receiving training in heavy 
w ns at a United States Army camp north of Tokyo. 

Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshida has d the 
corps as the “cornerstone of a new national army.” Japan's 
constitution renounces the right to maintain armed 

forces; there has been talk of revising the constitution.

@ Did you know that ‘camera cars’ now patrol our highways? 
Here’s how they can help keep your family safe on the road 


SOMERVILLE, N. J. 
T 1:00 p.m., a pretty young housewife 
and her mother left their farmhouse 
and stepped into their car. 
The daughter, Mrs. Orville Phillips 
(see photo), drove. They started 
toward Somerville, talking. 
» Neither mother nor daughter saw the tn- 
conspicuous black car that began to follow 
them halfway to town. 
> Neither knew that behind the windshield 
of the black car was a movie camera. It was 
recording every move their car made. 
>» Not only that. The camera was making a 
record of their speed, even the time of day. 

Unknowingly, Mrs. Phillips was a guinea 
pig in a test by highway police of a new idea: 
“camera cars” to record your driving. 

The camera car that trailed Mrs. Phillips 
is one of 70 cars operated in 48 states by a 
national safety patrol known as the “Markel 
Service.” On this day the Markel camera car 
was being tested by New Jersey’s State Police. 

The “Markel cars” are part of an insurance 
company’s safety program. For five years they 
have been checking on the driving habits of 
thousands of bus and truck drivers. 

Every movie they make goes to the owners 
of the trucks and buses. 

Markel cars have photographed some very 
good—and some horribly bad—driving.

In a matter of days, I expect 
to be in the cockpit of a Sabrejet 
F-86, tangling with a Red jet. 

I asked to go. I could still be back 
at Scott Field, training younger 
pilots to fly the Sabres. 

You, like a lot of other people, will 
wonder why a guy credited with six 
MIGs, a safe job in the USA., a 
pretty wife, three young kids and a 
secure future would risk his neck all 
over again. ~ 

I am asked this over and over 
again, and I’m going to try to erx- 
plain why. 


Here Are My Reasons 


IrST, it’s not for any of the fancy 
reasons that drive fighter pilots 
' back in the movies, on TV or 
radio, or in magazine stories. 
@ It’s not because I'm “a killer by 
instinct.” I have the same instincts 
as any of the kids back in Musko- 
gee, Okla., where I was born. I was 
brought up as the grocer’s son, Jim- 
mie, like my two brothers. 
@ It’s not because I like war. I’ve 
been in two of them and flown 171 
missions, including 63 in Korea. 
@ It’s not because I want to avenge 
dead buddies, although I have some. 
I have 9% Messerschmidts on my 
scorecard, plus my six MIGs. I’m 
even. 
@ It’s not for glory or promotions. 
I already have war decorations, in- 


cluding the Distinguished Service 


Cross, Silver Star, Distinguished 
Fiying Cross and the Air Medal. 


‘@ Its not because I “can’t settle 


down,” or don’t feel responsible for 
my family. If I didn’t think I’d come 
back to it, I wouldn’t leave. 

What, then, is the reason? 

I don’t want to sound corny, or 
like a hero, or flag-waver, or war

monger. But I think there is some- 
thing we have to fight back at, or it 
will destroy us. 

It’s something that used to fly 
Messerschmidts over Europe, and 
flies MIGs over Korea. Call it Fas- 
cism, Nazism or Communism, it’s 
something that can’t live with free- 
dom. My chiliren, and your chil- 
dren, will not be allowed to grow up 
in peace if it grows stronger. 

I’m going back to fight in a Sabre- 
jet because that’s my kind of job. 
I don’t feel that it’s finished. I had 
37 missions still to fly when I was 
ordered home. I’m going back for a 
full tour of 100 missions. That’s what 
pilots over there fly. 

Deciding to ask for combat wasn’t 
easy. My wife, Nina, argued against 
it—as any wife would. 

We were married in August, 1946, 
while I was stationed at Perrin Field, 
near Sherman, Texas. Our first 
child, Jimmie, Jr., was born in a 
hut on Okinawa, where we lived 
from October,1947 to April,1949. 

Our second child, Carol Anne, was 
born in Wilmington, Del., a month 
before I flew from the Newcastle 
field on Armistice Day, 1950, for my

first trip to Korea. 

While I was gone, Nina and the 
children lived with her mother at 
McKinney, Texas. The baby, Cathy 
Lynn, was born at Scott Field. 
Neither Nina nor the kids have been 
able to live a settled home life. 

We talked it over nightly at Scott 
Field, after the kids were asleep. 


’ Nina finally agreed with me. 


Telling my father was almost as 
hard. Back in high school days, he 
had always kidded me for staying up 
nights reading about World War I 
aces. Then, on Pearl Harbor Day, 
when I had just become 17, he was 
alarmed. I wanted to enlist, but he 
refused to sign the papers..I threat- 
ened to run away from home, and 
he signed after I graduated from 
North High in June, 1942.

E SURPRISED ME. Around 
Thanksgiving, when I told 
him I was going back into 

combat, he gulped and said, “If you 

say so, Jimmie. Go ahead.” 

So, I’m on my way back. Knock 
on wood, my plane has never been 
scratched. I had a narrow escape the 
last day I fought, on May 20, 1951, 
when I shot down my fifth and sixth 
MIGs. One wing tank wouldn't fall 
off, and the other guys came to my 
rescue. I hope there are some more 
like them there now. 

I just want to clobber a few more 
MIGs — in Korea — before they clob- 
ber all.of us—in Wichita.
